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If  you  visit  your  Congressman  during  these 
weeks  when  he  is  at  home,  you  may  want  to  tell 
him  about  Eugene  Boardman,  and  suggest  that  he 
grant  him  an  interview.  If  you  fail  to  see  your 
Congressman,  you  can  write  him  near  the  end  of 
December,  when  he  returns  to  the  Capitol,  about 
the  Friend  in  Washington.  This  action  will  help  to 
open  doors  for  Eugene  Boardman,  and  provide 
the  kind  of  hearing  that  he  may  not  otherwise  get.

REPORT  FROM  WASHINGTON 

November  16, 1965 

Betty  and  I have  been  at  FCNL  headquarters 
in  Washington  since  September  1,  working  for  a 
change  in  United  States  policy  towards  mainland 
China.  Our  aims  are  the  promotion  of  a maximum 
amount  of  person-to-person  exchange,  the  open- 
ing up  of  Sino-American  trade  in  non-strategic 
goods,  membership  for  mainland  China  in  die 
United  Nations,  determination  of  the  fate  of  Tai- 
wan, and  the  opening  of  diplomatic  relations. 

Our  initial  work  interviewing  members  of  Con- 
gress has  tended  to  center  upon  the  Wisconsin 
delegation  and  upon  the  committees  of  the  House 
and  Senate  concerned  with  foreign  relations.  In 
addition,  we  have  attended  hearings  of  key  com- 
mittees and  sessions  of  the  Senate  and  House  to 
get  a sense  of  how  the  Congress  does  its  work. 
Our  arrival  in  Washington  late  in  the  session  found 
members  of  Congress  rushed  with  legislative  busi- 
ness and  tired  out,  so  it  has  sometimes  been  diflB- 
cult  to  get  interviews.  We  have  also  called  on  offi- 
cials in  the  State  Department,  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  U.  S.  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  expect  to  be  talking  with  people  from  other 
administrative  agencies  during  the  last  two  months 
of  the  year  while  Congress  is  not  in  session. 

Major  time  is  being  devoted  to  building  up  the 
argument  for  various  features  of  such  new  policies 
toward  China.  This  will  be  followed  by  formula- 
tion of  feasible  legislative  proposals  for  Congress 
when  it  meets  in  1966.  Proposals  to  amend  or  can- 
cel U.  S.  restrictions  against  trade  oflFer  the  most 
promise  for  new  legislation. 

I have  collected  the  statements  of  major  re- 
ligious bodies  respecting  UN  membership,  U.  S. 
recognition,  or  other  features  of  our  relations  with 
China,  and  will  be  helping  to  write  a position 
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paper  on  “China  and  the  Conflict  in  Southeast 
Asia”  for  a national  Inter-religious  Conference  on 
Peace  to  be  held  in  Washington  March  15  - 17, 
1966. 

In  October,  I spent  several  days  with  the  Quaker 
Mission  to  the  UN  in  New  York,  to  ascertain 
attitudes  of  UN  delegations  and  permanent  mis- 
sions toward  the  seating  of  mainland  China  in  the 
UN.  The  outcome  of  the  current  proposal  to  do 
this  will  certainly  influence  the  case  that  I shall 
be  presenting  to  members  of  the  Congress  in  Janu- 
ary. The  months  of  November  and  December, 
then,  will  see  us  getting  ready  for  the  opening  of 
the  new  session  of  Congress.

ON  SELF-DESTRUCTION 

Those  who  have  burned  themselves  to  death  as 
a protest  against  the  war  in  Vietnam  move  us; 
these  deaths  cut  deep  into  our  feelings.  We  are 
moved  to  compassion  at  the  thought  of  the  mental 
agony  which  must  have  preceded  the  decision, 
and  of  the  physical  agony  of  the  act  itself.  Our 
hearts  tremble  with  questions  about  ourselves, 
questions  which  may  be  resolved  into  one:  Are 
these  acts  examples  for  us  to  follow? 

There  are  several  reasons  why  they  are  not  good 
examples  for  Friends.  In  the  flrst  place,  all  our 
experience  demonstrates  that  good  will  to  others 
and  good  will  to  oneself  are  intertwined.  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  It  is  not  only 
that  the  one  who  regards  himself  with  respect  is 
freed  to  reach  out  to  care  for  others.  Love  is  in- 
divisible. We  are  aware  of  our  neighbor’s  need  for 
food  and  shelter,  mercy  and  forgiveness  as  we  have 
known  our  own  need  fulfilled. 

Such  a process  leads  to  the  cherishing  and  en- 
hancement of  life.  The  act  of  self-destruction  bears 
the  opposite  message:  the  diminishing  of  the  value 
of  life.  We  have  learned  from  Penn  that  “a  good 
end  cannot  sanctify  evil  means;  nor  must  we  ever 
do  evil  that  good  may  come  of  it.”  To  kill  oneself 
— bearer  of  the  image  of  God  and  of  the  dear  gift 
of  life  — is  to  do  evil  as  truly  as  to  kill  another. 
We  know,  further,  that  we  have  a choice  of  means; 
the  ends  we  cannot  choose. 

Finally,  Friends  should  be  witnessing  to  our 
conviction  that  God  is  at  work  in  the  world,  chang- 
ing the  hearts  and  minds  of  all  men.  We  are  not 
alone.  The  lonely  conscience,  like  lonely  power, 
is  in  danger  of  megalomania.  As  God’s  trustful  chil- 
dren, our  work  is  to  appeal  and  respond  to  the 
enlightened  conscience.  We  are  not  its  Creator.

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1965  QUAKER  YOUTH  PILGRIMAGE 

Twenty-eight  high-school  age  Friends  from 
Denmark,  Holland,  Sweden,  East  Africa,  Scot- 
land, England,  and  the  United  States  gathered 
together  last  summer  for  a month-long  Quaker 
Youth  Pilgrimage,  whose  purpose  was  “to  catch 
the  echoes  of  the  songs  of  joy  of  the  early  Friends, 
to  thank  God  for  the  message  that  came  across 
the  sands  of  Morecombe  Bay,  from  Firbank  Fell 
and  Pendle  Hill,  and  to  rededicate  our  lives.” 

After  a three-day  orientation  session  at  the  U.  S. 
Pendle  Hill,  the  American  group  joined  the  other 
pilgrims  in  Lancaster,  which  serv^ed  as  our  base 
for  a two- week  tour  of  the  Northwest  country, 
visiting  the  places  mentioned  above,  more  or  less 
following  the  early  chapters  of  George  Fox’s 
Journal.  We  visited  Meeting  Houses,  graveyards, 
old  churches,  and  most  important  of  all,  people. 

We  had  three  lecturers  to  help  us  achieve  our 
purpose:  Elfrida  Vipont  Foulds,  grandmother  and 
author,  with  a special  gift  for  speaking  directly 
to  a person,  who  interpreted  for  us  the  message  of 
early  Friends;  Ghristopher  Holdsworth,  a lecturer 
at  London  University,  who  spoke  to  us  on  the 
Quakers  of  the  18th  and  19th  centuries;  and  Eric 
Baker,  one  of  the  founders  of  Amnesty,  an  organi- 
zation for  political  prisoners,  who  explained  the 
challenge  we  face  as  Quakers  in  the  20th  century. 
Besides  listening  to  them,  we  got  to  know  our 
lecturers  as  people.  They  accompanied  us  on  our 
trips,  they  ate  with  us,  and  they  were  always  ready 
for  informal  discussions  on  nearly  any  topic. 

Following  the  tour  of  “Quaker  country,”  we 
spent  a weekend  in  Edinburgh.  I have  fond  mem- 
ories of  shopping  on  Princes  Street  in  the  pouring 
rain,  going  to  the  theater  with  the  other  Pilgrims, 
searching  (and  not  in  vain)  for  a man  in  a kilt, 
and  a wonderful  evening  at  the  home  of  my  hosts, 
the  Selkirks,  discovering  what  a wide  family 
Friends  are,  and  how  many  things  we  share. 

We  then  participated  in  a two- week  work  camp 
at  Toddington  Grange  in  the  Gotswolds  ( Shake- 
speare country).  Our  job  was  to  refurbish  a 37- 
room  Victorian  mansion  so  that  it  could  be  used 
by  a school  for  emotionally  disturbed  children,  to 
be  run  along  principles  set  down  by  Homer  Lane, 
whose  ideas  were  used  as  the  basis  for  Summer- 
hill.  We  dug  a 200-foot  trench,  remodeled  a green- 
house into  a crafts  building,  laid  hard-core  for  the 
foundation  of  a prefabricated  school  building, 
cleared  several  fields,  and  painted  all  the  outside 
trim.  Inside  the  house,  we  scraped  wallpaper, 
washed,  plastered  and  sanded  the  walls,  hung  and 
painted  new  wall  liner,  in  seven  rooms.  I have 
not-so-fond  memories  of  standing  on  very  high 
scaffolds  to  paint  the  fifteen-foot  ceilings!  There 
is  a lot  more  to  be  done,  but  we  accomplished 
enough  for  the  school  to  open  in  September. 

While  at  the  work  camp,  we  spent  a most  en- 


joyable Sunday  as  the  guests  of  Friends  in  nearby 
Gheltenham.  After  Meeting  for  Worship,  we  had 
a tour  of  the  city,  and  tea  in  the  historical  Pump 
Room,  where  we  met  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress. 
Our  pilgrimage  ended  with  a marvelous  three  days 
in  London,  where  we  saw  many  things,  both  tour- 
isty and  Quakerly. 

All  of  us  had  a share  in  creating  our  Pilgrimage. 
We  became  essential  parts  of  each  other’s  lives  as 
we  worked,  played  and  discovered  together.  The 
first  thing  that  struck  me  was  how  very  similar  we 
all  were.  We  had  the  same  jokes  and  songs,  the 
same  hopes  and  dreams.  I also  discovered  what 
a close  family  Friends  are:  finding  a friend  of  a 
Friend,  discovering  the  name  of  someone  I knew 
in  a visitors  book  in  Edinburgh,  and  especially 
walking  into  a Meeting  and  feeling  as  though  I 
was  back  home. 

The  whole  pilgrimage  was  tied  together  by  our 
Meetings  for  Worship,  at  least  one  and  usually  two 
a day.  In  them  we  found  our  strength  and  our 
unity.  One  of  the  pilgrims  said  that  Meeting  for 
Worship  was  where  you  could  see  the  immediate 
and  present  against  the  infinite  and  timeless,  and 
bring  them  into  focus.  This  is  what  our  Meetings 
did  for  each  of  us,  and  how  we  rededicated  our 
lives.

The  Reunion 
is  not  in  any  sense  a “Yearly  Meeting,”  or  a Meeting  for 
Business,  but  rather  is  for  the  purpose  of  strengthening  the 
bonds  of  fellowship  among  all  Friends  in  Mexico.  The  next 
Reunion  will  probably  be  held  in  the  spring  of  1967  at  the 
Casa  de  los  Amigos  in  Mexico  City. 

Below  are  excerpts  from  the  Reunion’s  “Message  to 
Friends  around  the  World”: 

Together  we  studied  the  general  theme:  “Where  do  our 
Quaker  principles  lead?”  Aware  of  the  substance  of  these 
principles,  we  decided  to  study  them  through  the  basic 
testimonies: 

— Community,  defined  first  as  the  Christian  community, 
because  we  have  faith  in  the  principles  of  Jesus  which 
guide  our  lives,  and  more  specifically  as  the  Quaker 
community. 

— Harmony,  considered  as  synonymous  with  pacifism,  be- 
cause it  means  activity  and  more  intimate  bonds  of  friend- 
ship among  men. 

— Equality,  implying  that  human  personality  is  inviolable, 
since  in  the  sight  of  God  all  men  are  equal. 

— Simplicity,  seen  as  the  need  to  take  away  what  is  super- 
fluous or  unnecessary,  and  having  the  discipline  necessary 
to  achieve  this. 

We  had  the  joy  of  hearing  Heberto  Sein  speak  on  “The 
Encounter  on  the  Road.”  The  essence  of  his  message  was 
that  every  man  may  have  an  encounter  with  the  divine 
which  will  leave  him  with  a mandate  to  be  carried  out,  a 
mission  to  be  fulfilled. 

To  all  Friends  around  the  world  who  participate  in  this 
search  for  Light  on  their  way,  we  send  affectionate
